GREGORY M. LUCE 


WV THE DEATH OF Grecory M. Luce, Mississippi lost one of her 
most distinguished and worthwhile citizens, not because he was one of the successful 
business men of the southeastern section of the state but because in the promotion 
of his interests he at all times considered the welfare and opportunities of others 
and wrought for the benefit of his fellowmen just as surely and just as effectively 
as he did for himself. Moreover, his salient characteristics of heart and mind were 
such as endeared him to all with whom he came in contact. 

Born in Grand Rapids, Michigan, Gregory M. Luce was a son of Ransom C. 
Luce, who was the head of the Luce Furniture Company of Grand Rapids that for 
many years owned and operated the largest furniture factory in the world. He died 
in 1902 and in. 1904 his son, Gregory M. Luce, reorganized the company and became 
its president, the business being carried on until about 1920. Ransom C. Gregory 
also built one of the first theaters in Grand Rapids and there all the leaders of the 
stage played in the years following the Civil War. Gregory M. Luce, as a boy, 
came to know them, and his acquaintance with many of them was continued until 


his death. :He was also a member of the Lambs Club, the famous New York club © 


composed of the prominent actors and dramatists of the country. ° 


Gregory M. Luce was educated in the public schools of his native city and in 
1890 he came to southeastern Mississippi, establishing a timber and mercantile busi- 
“ness in the small community known as Basin in the southern part of what is now 
George County, although it was not until many years later that the county was 
organized. Jackson and Greene Counties were then but sparsely settled, being prac- 
tically a virgin forest of virgin long leaf pine timber. It was undoubtedly the pos- 
sibility of developing the timber industry here that brought Mr. Luce to the South 
but when the trees were cut he did not forsake the district but remained to till the 
cleared land and promote the agricultural development of this section of the state. 
Mr. Luce was watchful of all opportunities for the upbuilding of southeastern 
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’ Luce attained the thirty-second degree in Masonry and was a life member of the 
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Mississippi and in 1898, though he was never financially interested in the road, he 
and other influential residents of Alabama and Mississippi did much to encourage 


the building of the Mobile, Jackson & Kansas City Railroad, now the Gulf, Mobile & 


County and this section of the state. The town of Lucedale was laid out along this 
road and was so named in honor of Gregory M. Luce. He largely centered his in- 
terests in this section and promoted many of its most important business activities. 
He organized the K. C. Lumber Company and established a large lumber manufac- 
turing plant at Lucedale. After the timber was exhausted, the company of which 
he was the head developed a large farm, converting the land into cultivable fields 
and in order to supply a market for garden products grown in this section built and 
operated a large canning plant at Lucedale which later was called the Luce Pack- 
ing Company and is now operated under the name of Luce Products, Inc. 

Mr. Luce promoted various other manufacturing, commercial and industrial 
projects whereby Lucedale, George County and southeastern Mississippi greatly bene- 
fitted and in 1910 he and other progressive citizens instituted a movement that led 
to the creation of George County. For many years he was president of the Bank 
of McLain and for a long period occupied the presidency of the Bank of Wilmer, 
at Wilmer, Alabama, and at the time of his death, which occurred April 4, 1935, 
he was not only president of the Luce Packing Company and of the Bank of Luce- 
dale, but was also executive vice-president of the Mississippi Export Railway Com- 
pany, a road that he organized in 1918; president of the Independent Home Oil 
Company, the Lucedale Commercial Company and the Bay City Export Company 
of Mobile, the Pine Crest Cemetery Company of Mobile, and vice-president of the 
Greenwood Cemetery of Montgomery, Alabama. 

In 1888 Mr. Luce married Sarah Rebecca Howard of Holland, Michigan, who 
died in 1934, leaving a son, Jex H., mentioned elsewhere in this work. The family 
removed from their home in Lucedale to Mobile, Alabama, in 1900. Mr. Luce be- 
came a member of the Strikers Society of Mobile, was at one time president of the 
Athelstan Club and belonged to other social and secret societies of his adopted city. 
He professed the religious faith of Abraham Lincoln, who though not a member of 
any denomination had implicit confidence in an all-wise and all-powerful God. Mr. 


He likewise had membership in the Benevolent & Protective Order 
of Elks. Perhaps his most pronounced trait was his loyalty to his employees and 
his friends.
